Claudo had been sent Into a 
tangle of Latana bushes to retrieve 
8 tennis ball, which he did success. 
fully, but came out rubbing hia 
face on tho ground and also with 
his paws, whimpering slightly. 
Thinking ho had been acratehed by , 
the Lantana 1 continued, on my way 
to the house, the dog following 
alowly, At the houso I noticed that 
the dog was “walking. with great 
‘diMeulty and was salivating exces- 
aslvely.

For months preceding their Intro- 
duction, they were tested in zero 
temporatures of the north; they ran 
in the hot sands cf western desdrts, 
They climbed mountains.

pounded on the rough side-roads to 
make sure of thedr performance and 
rondability, 
as perfect as encineers can design. 

Many yeurs ago the cars were 
tested for specd only, but to-day 
they are’ tested for the  avernye 


-speed that the average driver makes 


day after duy, The cars are not 
spared—they try to tlre them, try 
to mike them give up, but at the 
end of the day, it iss always the 
driver who gives up. 

To infurm the drivers of the per- 
formance of the cars, special ther- 
mometers atid gauges are carried at 
the top and bottom of the radiator; 
at the bottem of the carburettor, at 
the air intake of the carburettor and 
in the crankease. These reudings 
are copied on printed charts, so the 
engineers can tell exactly what ench 
car fa doing under any’ given con- 
dition, “Bhese charts yo back to the 
enginecring Inboratories With sam; 
ples of off taken from the crankcase 
for minute analysis. ; 

While Michigan was Ilanketed 
with snow last winter, test -drivers, 
set out for the west coast with at 
crew of engineers and cars, It was 
desirable to make some hot weather 
tests on western. deserts, and also 
gather some hill climbing data. 
They set out Nke ordinary tourists 
with the exception of special gauges 
and Instruments, Every night, they 
wore In touch with engineers at the 
factory, telling of performance, 
recommending changes. The cars 
were tested and perfected by this 
method under all road conditions. 

Usually four or five extended | 
trips are made to the mountatns for 
every line of new cars. On theso 
trips on assortment of: models and 
a stafl of engincering specialists are 
taken as well ns a crew of experi 
drivers and mechanics. 

On a certain mountain, a twisting 

gteep pull of four miles with an 
average nine per cent. grade, they 
have a measured course over which 
tests dre made. Every atandard 
mhke of automobile is driven over 
that course, ‘They know what each 
will do from a standing start to the 
top; where gears are -ahifted, 
If necessary; maximum speed attain. 
ed climbing up; maximum apecd 
at the top, and a host of 
other things, ‘They know what 
Chrysler car, vill do, and in 
this way have o basia of compari- 
ion. .Cars are tested again and 
again on this, mountain, Accurate 
data is obtained on brakes, accelera-- 
tion, deceleration, cooling and many 
other vital factors of performance.

No, 1 om ofratd it fs the fault of 
tho user, rathor than the battery 
Iteclf.

the needs of the batterles, and then 
—nand not till fhen—the vital dis-

Usually, it is found, even with'a 
badly exhausted accumulator, that a 
mere half-hour'’s running after 
“topping up" with distilled water ju 
auflicient to reslore.it to normal 
virility, and it is this’ fact, this 
proof of the very. high efficiency of 

«the modern car battery, that is 
really responsible for the manner in 
which it ts usually neglected. The 
motorist knows that the penalty he 
will have to pay immediate incon- 
venience is trivial, and Ignores (or 
is unaware of} the fact that the 
exposure of the plutes to the alr, 

absence of  autticient olec- 
trolyte, is the surest micthod of 
causing sulphatlion—that enemy: of 
battery longevity. 

I know several ownera who overdo 
the “Let well alone” principle in 
regard to their batterics to auch an 

“extent that when the batteries do 
xet thelr much needed drink, they 
ara 80 thiraty that they conaume 
anything from a gallon upwards of 
dlatitled water. In other words, the 
cells must be very nearly dry! It is 
really amazing in such’ clreum- 
Atances, first that the battery should 
continue functioning, even indiffor- 
ently, for so long, and accondly, that 
dt should recover so quickly. 

Cold Weather Starting. 

Apart from the question of add- 

ing water In small «quantities but 
frequpmitly, batteries are badly mis- 
used dtherwise, True, an electric 
starter is an’ electric 
“one might reasonably assume that 
it is meant for use in all conditions. 
With the modern ear, for instance, 
it should not be necessary to make 
the first start in the morning by 
hand, 

The sturter {4 meant to save us 
physical Jabour; and the Jabour of 
starting lx worse when “the engine 
is coldest—just the time, In fact 
When tho advantaye of the starter 
in yreatest. At the same time, the 
work that ia demanded of tha bat- 
tory, especially sin these days of 
electric cigarette lighters, wind- 
screen cleanera, coil Ignition, large 
wattnge headlamp bulbs, .constantly 
used spot lamps, and, sometimes clec- 
tric fuel pumps, it is only in ono’s 
own interests that It should be saved 
na much as possible without por- 
sonal inconvenience.

In no cir- 
cumstances. fa there any excuse for 
an engine which will not fire [n the 
firat few revolutiona of the starter. 
If the wenther is cold, or the car- 


hurettor sctting not suftable for an, 


enay start, the engine may fade out. 
ngain, but at least {t should give 
evidence of willingness—after which 
it Jp merely nocnse of adjusting 
throttle and strangler to the beat 
positions for continued running. 

Tf no algn of explosion Is. givon, it 
fa a sure algn that something ts not 
as It should be, and although long- 
continued use of the starter may 
eventually porauade the engine to 
run, it Isnt the cost of an exhauated; 
and posstbly badly strained battery. 

Tt should be a bard and fast rule, 
that the starter switch should nover 
be depressed for more than threo or 
four seconds at a time. i 3 

If the engine does not start the 
firat time, a second effort may bo 
mode, but after that It Is obvious 


that the petrol is turned off, the an- 


wine switch ig not on—or that 
something more serious is the mat- 
ter. Whnt that something may be 
it Is not the function of the present 
article to discusa, All I want to 
emphasise now ia that long continu- 
ed vre of the starter, with conse- 
quent exhaustion and rapid ruln of 
the battery is not the cure for an 
engine that fs dificult to start. 
Dirt Means Inefficiency, 

‘There is one question upon which 
I have not touched, and that is the 
matter of cleanliness. Many car 
batteries are slung between the main 
chuasis members, with no protection 
against mud and water splashes, 
some of which inevitably deposit 
themselves upon the top of the bat- 
tery between the terminals, Mois- 
ture of any kind js » conductor of 
electricity, so that there must be a 
Aight leaknge; but in any event the 
battery gets in such a filthy atate, 
if It ia not falrly frequently cleaned, 
that the owner finds his disinclinn- 
{ion to uve Jt any attention at al! 
yrowing grenter, the longer the 
neglect ia continued. A tendency on 
the part of the terminals to become 
coroded should also bo attended to 
immediately since the corrosion not 
only este away the metal, but causes 
faulty contact and In the long run 
must bring about trouble  elther 
with the starting and Hghting, or 
even with the actual ignitlon— 
Sinyapore Free Press. 


ADJUSTING SHOCK ABSORBERS. 


To ascertain whether the fric- 
tional absorbers of a car have been 
tlrhtened sufficiently before starting 
n journey, it Js necessary to test 
them by driving the car at its vaual 
tourlng speed over an average road, 
tightening or slackening tho absorb- 
era to sult requirements. If one 
habitually drives fast the best plan 
is to tighten them up falrly well,

“This is no time to exploit

little into.it as possible, while de- 
velopment isthe putting into the 
country of cnpital with the idea of 
service predominant, Jetting the 
fruits of that service determine 
whatever material benefits: may 
come, The hitter is the Ford 
method, There is no philan- 
thropy sbout this, for Mr. Ford 
makes no claim to philanthropy 
as such word is ‘commonly used. 
If helping w man to help himself
